On the other side are the manu- 
facturers, who see in the supposedly 
radical industrial union an instru- 
ment of progress, making for peace 
and stability in the men’s garment 
field.

First Lieutenant William 8S. Tur- 
ner, 105th Infantry, of Dorchester, | 
Mass., while leading a small group 
of men who had become separated 
from the rest of their company in 
the darkness, rushed an enemy ma- 
chine gun single-handed and killed 
the crew with his pistol. Pressing 
forward to another machine-gun 
post, he had killed one gunner by 
the time the rest of his detachment 
arrived and put the gun out of ac- 
tion. Though wounded three times, 
he led his men over three lines of 
hostile trenches and himself killed 
several of the enemy in hand-to-| 
hand encounters.

and shot the others. On reaching 
the fourth-line trench, he captured 
it with the nine men remaining in 
his group and resisted a counter at- 
tack till he was finally surrounded 
by the enemy and killed.

Archbishop Expresses His Per- 


sonal Views Regarding | 


Covenant. 


Archbishop Glennon yesterday ex- 
pressed his personal views on the 
League of Nations covenant, making 
it clear that he was speaking as an 
individual and not as a prelate of 


the Catholic Church. 

He specifically criti zed Article 10, 
which bi nds the nations in the 
league to “respect and agen sitet as 

rainst external aggression th 
er Ae integrity and existing pie 
ical independence of all members of 
the league.” The archbishop’s 
statement follows: 

“In considering wars and armies, 
fighting, and especially the loss of 
life and the meaninglessness of war, 
people gradually are coming to a 
point where they hope and expect 
that militarism and wars shall cease, 

“That is the academic side of it. 
But there are a great many wh» 
would not want that consummation 
to come, or be brought about, until 
there is a reasonable measure of 
justice among the nations that would 
join in the league. 

“Based on Honesty of Nations.’ 

“The present league plan is based 
upon the innate honesty and evident 
justice of the covenanting natjons, a 
thing which some of us doubt in 
reading the story of their claims, 
which gave the convention thé gp- 
pearance of a grabfest. 

“By Article 10 of the league of na- 
tions a seal is set upon every suc- 
cessful crime committed by the sig- 
natories, including what crimes may ; 
be written in the present treaty of 
peace, 

“Every act of conquest, every acre 
of ground stolen, every land looted 
and taken over by the looter, comes 
now through Article 10 for the 
world's benediction and protection. 
And not only do we give through 
this article our approval and bene- 
diction to all the successful crimes of 
history, but we guarantee protection 
to the criminals. 

“If there be still in any conquered 
land, in any subject people, the hope 
that they may again be free—the de- 
sire to be a nation again—they are 
all by Article 10 condemned to serf- 


‘/'dom and advised that should they 


seek relief they will have arrared 
against them the world Powers. 
whose armies will move to their de- 
struction. 

“On the other hand. Article 19 
condemns every effort in the past 
which made for liberty or release 


from oppression.

revolted, would have compelled the, 
rest of Europe to fight France and 
to destroy her armies because of the 
aid (so necessary to victory) fur- 
nished by France to the struggling!

Rear axles fall readily into 
classifications, dead axles 

and live ones. It is live axels which 
ere used on all modern passeniser 
cors. The term “live” simply meaas 
that the axle turns. Dead atles do 
not turn and they are only used on | 
vehicles having double chain drive. 

When we come to examine live 
‘axles we find it necessary to classify | 
‘them still further into three minor 

classes, known respectively ac float- 
ing, semi-floating and throe quarter 
‘fioating. A further classification | 
comes later, according to the type | 
of gearing used to transmit the | 
power. 

The live axle consists principally 
of a hollow spheroid, from which 
project on either side two tubes.

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Everything connected with baby’s com- 
ing has advanced in catapult fashion 
and small wonder that the old bird 
wears a saddened expression — 
Serious problem put up to the 
organizations seeking to aid poor 
mothers and their little ones—Lay- 
ettes one of the most excessive items 
and there are the doctors, hospitals 
and nurses who had to increase their 


rates to keep pace with the cost of 
living. 


HE cost of living from the cradle to the 
grave has about reached the highest pin- 
nacle attainable. Most computators are 
now looking for a turn in the reverse 
direction, so far as general commodities 
are concerned, but Dr. Stork is an ex- 
cyption. His bill has been going up in 
Jumps and there is no immediate prospect of reduction. 

It is scarcely to be wondered at, then, that the be- 
nevolent bird wears a mournful expression these days. 
Everything connected with baby’s advent has gone 
up in catapult fashion, and some of those anticipating 
such marks of favor are busy figuring. the cost and 
wondering just how old the prospective arrival will 
be ere they are emancipated from debt. 

First of all, there are the doctors to be reckoned 
with, and from all accounts it is a substantial reck- 
oning, since these essential aids-de-cam) have sent 
their rates as much as 100 per cent higher in some in- 
stances. The same reason is given here that is ap- 
plied to other advances. The high cost of living covers 
it all. Hospital rooms and nurses’ fees are also up in 
the strata affected by airplanes. The hospitals havé 
little difficulty in getting the advanced rates, as the 
uemand is at all times brisk. To be sure of a room it 
is even necessary to make reservations far in advance. 

With the nurses the same tale is told. Their rates 
have advanced from $21 and $25 weekly to $33 and 
$35. Still, there is generally a chance to employ the 
so-called ‘practical nurse,’’ whose tariffs are more suwb- 
dued than those of the graduates in all the branches 
of the profession. For poor people, the Health De- 
partment is always ready to extend a helping hand. 
When a baby comes to a really poor home, there is 
provision made for the proper care of both mother and 
child, and the Health Department officials are only 
too glad to furnish gratuitous service. 

The high cost of babies was first noticed when the 
prices of other essentials began soaring. The hos- 
pitals advanced rates because everything needed in 
such places had gone up, and that applied to the pay 
ot all the help as well as the cost of drugs and other 
supplies. These advances came with a rush with the 
formal entrance of the United States into the lists of 
battle: and then there were the doctors who could not 
arrange to get along on pre-war fees. All the members 
of the profession agree that cases associated with ba- 
bies take much time and long hours of professional at- 
tention. There are hundreds of physicians who willing- 
ly pass these cases along to brother professionals, 
Bimply because they lack the time required. 

Other physicians who have specialized in such cases 
continue to retain their practice, but they have made 
an honest effort to keep pace with all the other ascen- 
sions due to the war—or at least laid at its door. They 
tell their patrons frankly that there was nothing else 
to do. in view of the 100 per cent increase in the cost 
of living and practicing medicine and surgery. Some 
consolation is gathered by those who have to pay the 
increased bills from the fact that most doctors are 
disposed to give their patrons of limited means a 
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measure of time to settle the accounts. In a large 
number of cases there is advance financial prepara- 
tion made to meet the expenditures. Still, there is 
another class that cannot make this provision, be- 
cause their regular earnings are barely sufficient to 
meet the bounding rents and the butcher’s, grocer’s and 
other bills, not to mention the appalling growth in 
the size of the clothing, shoe and like accounts in- 
volving wearing apparel. 

Some idea of the increase in baby items can be gath- 
ered from the accompanying expense bills, covering the 
first six months of maintenance for two boys born to 
the same family in a six-year period. For obvious 
reasons the name of the family is omitted, or rather, 
camouflaged, but the bills are accurately presented: 
Woodrow Wilson Jones, born Jan. 1, 1913:

There was no natura) reason why Theodore Roose- 
velt Jones should have set his parents back $187 more 
than did his brother, Woodrow Wilson Jones. If the 
value of babies were figured on a weight basis, the lat- 
ter would have enjoyed a higher rating, since he 
weighed a full pound and a half more than the second 
addition to the Jones establishment. The smaller baby, 
who came in the era of higher prices, represented an 
investment more than 60 per cent higher than the boy 
who came when things were pormal and reasonable. 
The Joneses are finding some satisfaction in the fact 
that if their T. R. had postponed his coming six or 
seven months, the difference would have run greatly in 
excess of 60 per cent, as the costs have steadily ad- 
vanced since he came to gladden their home. 

To mitigate the burdens of the poor, which have been 
greatly intensified by the fast-advancing costs, there 
are several well-organized movements, each perform- 
ing praiseworthy services. First of all is the Municipal 
Nurses’ Section of the hospital organization, which has 
a force of eight nurses working in different parts of 
the city. They go into the homes where there are 
babies, to see that the sick are given attention, and in 
addition, they see to it that the mothers are given ad- 
vice in the care of their little ones. There are clinics 
besides for the sick, and the nurses see to it that the 
physicians supplied by the city are kept busy. Centers 
are maintained for such ministrations and the babies 
are supplied with all the clothing they need, in addition 
to their foods and medicines. A report just compiled 
by Miss Grace L. Anderson, superintendent of the 
nurses’ section, shows that at the end of May there 
were 2554 babies who had received care since the be- 
ginning of the year. 

The Municipal Nurses’ band received splendid co-op- 
erative aid from the Junior Auxiliary of the Nurses’ 
Board and the Needlework Guild of America. These 
bodies furnish clothing and in a number of cases pro- 
vide the entire layettes. If the families are able to pay 
any part of the cost of the clothing supplied by the 
junior auxiliary, the money is expended for more mate- 
rials, but if the parents are unable to contribute any- 
thing the babies are not permitted to go without such 
necessities. Figures supplied by the superintendent 
show that a majority of the babies thus assisted are of 
American parentage, though the children of foreign- 
born parents form a substantial part of the whole. 
Jewish, German and African descendants are largely 
represented. 
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Discussing the increased cost of everything connect- 
ed with the birth and care of babies, Miss Anderson 
said there is no exaggeration in saying that it equals 
100 per cent and will go even beyond, as the items re- 
quired are constantly getting higher. 


“This,”’ she says, “is a very serious matter, and calls 
for earnest attention and thought. The cost, as it 
goes up in leaps and bounds, affects everybody and is 
particularly severe on those who will not ask for help, 
and who accordingly must be very sorely pressed. 


‘Among the poor there are so many agencies at work 
that there is not much reason for deprivation or suf- 
fering. The city hospital, for instances, has a good 
ward for such cases, and visiting physicians of Wash- 
ington and St. Louis universities give splendid service. 
The Visiting Nurses’ Association of St. Louis also does 
wonderful work in attending such cases. 


“When the families can pay part of the expense they 
do so and the balance is paid by the board. So, with 
all the provision that is made for the care of poor 
mothers and babies, there is little chance for distress, 
even though prices are steadily increasing to a well- 
nigh alarming extent. As our future depends upon our 
babies of today, we must see that they are properly 
cared for and that they be permitted to grow into 
healthy men and women.” 

The Children’s Aid Society, which also specializes on 
a large scale in the realm of babyland, is likewise deep- 
ly concerned over the rising tide of maintenance and 
other charges. This society provides homes for many 
orphan babies and children, and aims to provide the 
maintenance cost of each of its little wards. 


“Fortunately for our organization,’ remarked Miss 
Florence Van Sickler, general secretary of the society, 
“the families who board our babies do not do so as a 
money-making business, for if they did they would 
find it very unprofitable. We used to allow the fami- 
lies providing our little Ones with homes $11 and $12 
per month, but we have been compelled to advance 
this allowance about 25 per cent. 

“We provide clothing for our babies, but we have 
been forced to stop buying ready-made articles, as the 
prices have gone beyond a 100 per cent advance. Now 
we depend on the sewing guilds of the churches, and 
their help is certainly appreciated. When you stop 
to consider that materials that used to cost 10 or 12 
cents per yard have gone up to 25 cents, you will get 
some idea of the cost of caring for babies today, in 
comparison with what it was before the war. 


“Every baby is entitled to a layette, and that item 
is about the most burdensome in all the long list of 
advances. And just look at the way milk has gone up 
and keeps on in the same general direction! 


“But it is consoling to know that it is not as bad 
here as it is elsewhere. Miss Hertha Miller, our secre- 
tary in charge of the placing out of babies, has been 
making some investigations in Boston and reports 
that the society there had to advance the allowance to 
$6 and $7 per week to try to keep. up with the infla- 
tion. But notwithstanding the persistently mounting 
costs, we just have to care for these little ones. and 
there must be help given the poor mothers as well.” 


Much of the anguish associated with the bounding 
costs of babies’ supplies is happily minimized by the 
activities of the day nurseries, which look after the 
little ones while their mothers are employed in fac- 
tories, stores and homes. There are quite a number 
of these institutions and they supply milk and care 
to the infants, as well as medical attention, if it is 
needed. Where the mothers are able to pay there is 
a nominal charge of 5 or 10 cents per day, but, when 
this modest assessment cannot be met without great 
sacrifice, it is not insisted upon. These helpful estab- 
lishments are: Boyle Center, 816 North Eleventh 
street; Father Dempsey’s, 1209 North Sixth street: 
Guardian Angels, 1¢29 Marion street; Kingdom House, 
1033 South Eighth street; Neighborhood Day Nursery, 
1844 O'Fallon street; Trinity Nursery, Thirteenth and 
Tyler; South Side Nursery, 1621 South Tenth street:

In Bela Kun’s prison cell at Budapest, where he 
was suffering from terrible beatings inflicted 
by police, was formed Soviet Cabinet, 
himself as chief, to rule over ancient king- 
dem of Magyars — Face-to-face sketch, by 
an American, of career and personality of 
mysterious Jew who ascended to palace of 
Hapsburgs, in command of outpost which 
Bolshevism thrust into the heart of Europe 


URING last March, when officialdom was predicting the 
imminent collapse of Bolshevism in Russia, that move- 
ment suddenly afforded a proof of energy that left the 
world thunderstruck. At one blow it accomplished the con- 
quest of Hungary, and thrust a powerful outpost into the heart of 
For Hungary on the south borders Rumania and the 
mew Czecho-Slovak republic; on the north it adjoins Germany - 
and reconstituted Poland; on the west it abuts upon Bohemia. 


Europe. 


Hungary is no great distance from Italy, and with 
through Switzerland would be in France. 

Thus tumbled into the abyss one of the oldest and 
fiercest aristocracies in Europe, and the haughty 
names of Czernin and Karolyi went into eclipse before 
a new one, that of Bela Kun, Little has hitherto been 
known concerning this man of the people who, at the 
age of 38, became master of the ancient kingdom) of 
the Magyars and installed himself in the Hapsbury 
palace at Budapest. . 

A face-to-face view of the Lenine of Hungary is now 
available through Abraham Cahan, well-known editor 
of the Yiddish Daily Forward of New York. He has 
been in Europe for several months, studying its prob- 
tems, and spent several weeks in Hungary. There he 
met Bela Kun not only as @ journalist but as a com- 
rade in the Socialist faith. From Cahan’s letters and 
articles are taken the following sketch, translated from 
the Yiddish by Oscar Leonard. 

Cahan was keen enough to observe the difficulties 
ia which Kun was involved, due, in his own phrase, 
to his “trying to ride the Socialist and Communist 
horses at the same time.” The young men of his own 
ulira-radical wing were restless under his “compro- 
mises” with the more conservative branch of the party, 
and this situation, according to dispatches of July 17, 
brought about the dictator’s fall from power. He had 
also to contend with convulsive struggles of the old 
militarist party, which resulted in his hanging three 
officerae and 40 cadets of the Budapest Military Aca- 
demy. His position was not made more secure by the 
hostile attitude of the allied powers at Paris.

E KUN’S power and influence, as this 
is written, are absolute. 
greater than that of Lenine. 

Bela Kun is of Jewish descent. How- 
ever, the rumor that his name was originally 
Cohen is unfounded. He was born and 
reared in Hungary, amd his family name 
was Kunstator. In Hungary the Jews are assimilat- 
ed and therefore adopt Magyar patronymics. It was 
for this reason that the present People’s Commissioner 
for Foreign Affairs changed his name to the truly 
Magyar one of Bela Kun. 

He is 33 years old and has reeeived a fairly good 
education, though he had no university training. He 
was graduated from a grade school and from what in 
America corresponds to a high school. He then studied 
law in about the same way that some of our nonuni- 
versity men obtain their legal training. He has not 
the appearance of a college man, or even of a well- 
educated one. * 

He may show traces of the intellectual, but he does 
not at all resemble the “intelligentia.’’ He looks rather 
like a working man given to much reading. He is a 
great reader, and is widely familiar with Socialist lit- 
erature. ' " 

If one were to meet him in New York at a gathering 
of working people, one would take him for a secretary 
of a union, or of a branch of the workmen’s circle. 
Prior to the war he did indeed occupy such a position, 
being secretary of a mutual benefit society in Hitsovar, 
Transylvania. He was also secretary of the Social- 
Democrat branch in that city. Prominent locally, he 
was otherwise unknown. . 

He is of medium stature, with broad, powerful shoul- 
ders. His face is round and clean-shaven, with a mouth 
somewhat protruding, so that when he opens it, it re- 
sembles the beak of a duck. 

How did Bela*Kun become s0 famous”

His renown traveled to Hungaria by way of Russia, 
where he was a prisoner of war for two and a half 
years. He,left Hungary an unknown man, and re- 
turned last November to find his name public in every 
city and village of his native land. In Budapest he was 
welcomed by a certain group with joy and enthusi- 
asm. These were the young men who four months later 
brought about the social revolution. 

It will be remembered that Russian troops captured 
enormous numbers of Austro-Hungarian prisoners, mil- 
lions of them, and these were dispatched to Siberia. 
Among them was Bela Kun. When the revolution oc- 
curred in Russia, the Socialists among the Hungarian 
prisoners began to carry on propaganda. Bela Kun 
was one of the most energetic workers in the field. 
When the Bolshevists came into power, he and others 
went to Petrograd and Moscow. There Bela Kun was 
in his element. He carried on an agitation among his 
countrymen and finally organized many of them into 
a battalion to aid the Bolshevist revolution. 

This work brought him to the notice of Lenine and 
Trotzy, and he became prominent in Bolshevist activi- 
ties. He wrote numerous articles for Lenine’s journal, 
Pravda. Some of them he wrote in German and had 
them translated: others he himself wrote in Russian, 
heving acquired the language in Siberia. 

When I met him for the first time we conversed in 
Russian. Im passing I may say that other leaders of 
the Hungarian Communist Government learned Rus- 
sian while prisoners of war in Siberia. Kun told me 
of the work he did in Russia in co-operation with Ra- 
dek, and of his decision finally to return to Hungary 
and agitate for the sort of revolution Lenine and 
Trotzy had brought to pass in Russia. 

Such an agitation h~.: -iready been undertaken in 
Budapest by Hunga :... communists returning from 
Russia, where they had seen Bolshevism in action. 
They believed that conditions in Hungary were favor- 
able for a Lenine revolution. The throne had toppled 
down. The Karolyi Ministry was compared to the Ke- 
rensky regime, for Karolyi had called Socialists into 
his Cabinet, and, belonging as he did to the highest 
aristocracy, was getting ready to confiscate large 
estates. Like Kerensky, he was ready to introduce 
real and semi-Socialist reforms. 

Kun returned on Novy. 27, the very day the Commun- 
ist Club was formed in Budapest. The communists re- 
garded this as a good omen, for they had heard of Bela 
Kun from the soldiers who preceded him from Russia. 
He was universally acclaimed the leader of the com- 
munists. 

A struggle began between the Social-Democrats, who 
were represented in the Karolyi Ministry by three of 
their number, and the Communists. Budapest was 
crowded with soldiers who had returned from the front 
or from Russia, and who had neither work nor means 
of livelihood. Among them the communists found 
ready listeners. 


The economic situation was a terrible one, and the 
Communists profited by it to carry on energetic propa- 
ganda, working day and night at their task. 

The struggle between the Communists and Social- 
Democrats became more violent daily, until the Com- 
munists decided to make a public demonstration, which 
resulted in a clash with the police. A number of po- 
licemen were shot. 

As a result of the deaths of these policemen there 
were further skirmishes, which brought about more 
deaths. Prisoners were taken, and among them Bela 
Kun. A number of policemen entered the prison where 
Kun was held and began to belabor him as the leader 
of those who had killed their comrades. They struck 
him all over with the butts of their guns, cracked his 
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skull and left him uncons«*‘ous 


When the prison physician took charge of him, Kun 


was a mass of wounds. While the physician was busy 
trying to help the wounded man, other policemen came 
and began to strike him anew, to avenge the deaths 
of their comrades. When he was at death's door they 
departed. 

Kun's followers admired his strength in withstand- 
ing these sufferings. The fact that he survived his ter- 
rible punishment at the hands of the policemen in- 
creased their veneration for him. 

The prison incident happened to be witnessed by 
the star reporter of the most popular daily paper of 
Budapest. The story.was vividly told on the first page 
of the paper. Bela Kun became the hero of the hour, 
and gained thousands of adherents and admirers among 
the soldiers and working men. 

Seeing that bloodshed would continue unless some- 
thing radical were done, Count Karolyi resigned, saying 
that the time had come to hand the Government over 
to the workers, since capitalism was powerless to fre- 
organize the nation. An understanding was then 
reached between the Communists and the Social-Demo- 
crats. 

The leaders of the latter party went to the prison 
where Bela Kun and some 40 others were under lock 
and key and informed them of what had happened. A 
Cabinet was formed there and was later confirmed at 
a meeting in the Social-Democratic party's headquar- 
ters. Bela Kun became leader of the cabinet. 

The extreme radicals among the Communists, how- 
ever, the younger element particularly, were dissatis- 
fied with Kun's “compromises” with the right-wing 
Socialists. They do not like his method of dealing 
with the “enemy.” They would prefer to see him use 
the iron hand. But Bela Kun knows how to use his 
great power. He knows how to pacify the radicals. He 
does it in his own inimitably amiable manner. He 
never quarrels. He seldom shows anger or an un- 
friendly countenance. He is extremely tactful 

Some of his critics in the Socialist ranks often say 
that he imitates Lenine in too many things, even in 
matters which do not suit Hungarian conditions. Some 
of the younger element cannot forgive him for making 
peace with the Social-Democrats. They cannot forget 
the bitter struggles which had taken place between the 
right and the left wings of the party, prior to the taking 
over.of the Government by the proletarians. 


Both his friends and foes admit that Bela Kun is 
earnest and sincere. There is nothing theatrical about 
him. He does not go inté heroics. He is a quiet, 
modest, diligent worker. He is entirely wrapped up 
ir. his ideas. Some of the American army officers who 
came in contact with Kun have often expressed their 
admiration for the man’s sincerity of purpose and ap- 
parent lack of selfishness. They looked upon him as 
upon a fanatic, a dreamer, but one who knows no 
ulterior motives. 

In his speeches and articles Bela Kun shows no par- 
ticular originality either of expression or opinion. He 
employs a good deal of the jargon of the Socialist lit- 
erature. He is well acquainted with the works of 
Karl Marx and frequently quotes the founder of modern 
Socialism to prove a point here and there. He speaks 
and writes with simplicity and employs no artifices. 
But his words are rather dry. When he speaks he 
carries his audience by his earnestness and vehemence, 

There are men with more education, more culture, 
than Kun in the Cabinet, but none is more popular 
than he. Count Karolyi said of Bela Kun: ‘He its 
tolerant and patient. He is a dreamer so wrapped in 


-his dreams that he would go to the ga®acta with a smile 


if he were to die for his dreams.”’

national body and is offered only in the way of a sug- 
gestion, to make the game more enjoyable and free from 
argument and dispute, which might not be pleasant. It is 
required that no person speak, or attempt to speak, to 
a player while he is in the act of figuring out his shot; 
and to scream at him during this trying season would 
be a grave offense, since he must not be “rattled” in 
the least. No spectator is permitted to criticise a play 
or offer any suggestions about a stroke or maneuver of 
any kind. , 

Another emphatic suggestion is made to hold in 
check people who swear or otherwise manifest chagrin 
when making an error of stroke or strategy. If the 
player follows the suggestions he will just smile and 
not let the spectators see him at his worst. Another 
tells how utterly improper it is to heckle, or do worse 
things to the referee. His decisions are final and must 
be accepted without any show of ill feeling by players 
and onlookers. In this respect the game differs most 
vitally from baseball, where both players and specta- 
tors from time immemorial] have asserted the right to 
differ with the umpire. 

There are other requirements of the game’s etiquette, 
which, if literally observed, will encourage the interest 
and attendance of even the most fastidious women. 
They can play to their heart’s content and never hear 
a word that would grate harshly on the most sensitive 
tympant m—that is, if the code is not overlooked in the 
stress cf the play.

this city. Due to the efforts of a few en- 

thusiasts, the club has a court laid out near the facili- 
ties set apart for tennis. The roque players, being ag- 
gressive in their éampaign plans, look forward to con- 
tests that will attract more people to the park and de- 
velop an interest that will vie with that manifested in 
golf, tennis and similar games. While roque has been 
likened by some to croquet, advocates of the sport say 
this is incorrect and assert it is no more like croquet 
than the baseball game of today is like the town ball 
of half a century ago. Simply be- 
cause mallets, balls and wickets

Gotsch and Smith brought the 
game to St. Louis from Staunton, Ill., where they for- 
merly lived.

crete the course of the ball can be 
controlled almost as infallibly as 
is done by the great cueists of the 
country. As before indicated, four 
bails are used in the gain These are made of hard 
rubber and are supposed to last a long while. They 
are painted red, white, blue and blac and are nuim- 
bered respectively from one to four inclusive. When 
there are four players in the game, each contestant has 
a ball, and when it is a twosome, each player cares for 
two, as there must be four on the court. 

There are eight wickets on the field and a basket in 
the center, as well as sta’es at each end. There is a 
reserved space of 28 inches between the border and 
the field proper, which might be cansidered a sort of 
“no man’s land.’ No plays can be made in this for- 
bidden territory and no player can be put out of action 
by driving his ball into this area. Another thing about 
this game is that vou can drive your opponent at will, 
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H. W. Gotsch, who has played with some of the 
best strokes in various tournaments, fig- 
uring out a difficult combination. 


hut you cannot put him out of the game, as can be done 
in croquet. The idea is to drive the adversary ball 
where its owner will find the greatest difficulty in 
getting out, and it is in situations like this that only 
the skilled billiard shots can save the day. 

The arches, or wickets, in the Forest Park court are 
four inches across inside, which is a larger space than 
is allowed by the rules of the national body. Those 
rules limit this space to 3 3-8 inches, which is just one- 
eighth of an inch in excess of the regulation diameter 
of the balls. In laying out the field here, it was 
decided not to make the game too difficult at the start, 
which might be the case if the phayers were allowed a 
leeway of only an eighth of an inch in passing through 
the arches. With the space three-fourths of an inch 
wider than the ball, beginners will find the game more 
interesting, and certainly less discouraging at the out- 
set. The player follows pretty much the same course 
as in croquet in negotiating the route, but there is lit- 
tle else in the game suggestive of the older pastime. 
With roque, all the corner wickets are made toward 
the center and the two arches of the basket must be 
made in one stroke. If the player makes but one, 
he has to stop. 3 , 

The mallets are also different from those used in 
croquet, though wide latitude is permitted. In the 
newer game the stic!s must be of the toughest wood 
obtainable, as considerably more force is exercised 
in the roque drives, especially in making carom, jump 
or pop shots. Sometimes as many as five caroms are 
made in a single drive. The “pop” shot, when devel- 
oped, permits the ‘player to drive his adversary’s ball 
the entire length of the course, while holding his own 

ball within a space of a few inches. If 
the strategy so demands, the good plavy-

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HIS is a story of the overcoming of great ob- 

‘tacles ; of a life which might have been wrecked 

by physical handicaps, but which instead is 

rising over them to higher endeavor and great- 
er service 

It is the story of a man who, from the bed of af- 
fliction, is doing his valiant bit in a work which many 
regard as of vital importance to the welfare of the 
United States—the work of Americanization. Him- 
self a “foreigner,” thig man is seeking to make the 
way of newcomers from other lands ecasicr, even while 
his own way has grown more difficult, and to increase 
their loyalty to the S’‘ars and Stripes. 

Jacques Villard has lost both legs. He works from 
his bed and riseg therefrom only when assisted. But 
those who talk with him forget his afflictions for the 
moment and almost see in them the hand of a Provi- 
dence whose ways are past finding out. The foreigner 
whom Jacques Villard is most eager to aid is that 
one who digs ditches. or delves in mines, or grades 
tracks, or molds iron—swho works with his hands. 

“It is good,” he says, ‘to know that I am an enemy 
of Bolshevism—a practical, active enemy, even though 
I cannot leave my bed, for Bolshevism is a real peril 
when agitators who speak his language offer it as a 
lure to the man who speaks no English and fails to 
realize that therein and not because of the laws and 
policies of the United States lies his difficulties.” 

Villard’s home, which he seldom leaves, and where 
he works, contentedly and enthusiastically, despite con- 
ditions that might break a weaker will, is at: 1245 
Shawmut place. Here is his story, as told by a 
friend: ——

N a fashionable Chicago hotel recently a man 

was wheeled into the dining room in a rolling 

chair. In front the vehicle ended abruptly, hav- 

ing none of the usual appendages upon which oc- 

cupants rest their feet.

“Yes,” the pale little clerk replied, 
for wounded soldiers.” 

Rut the mutilated man was not a soldier, at least not 
as we understand the term. 
True, he had been fighting for 
America, and still is, but not 
with a Springfield rifle or a 
Browning gun. He has been 
fighting the anti-American 
forces with a typewriter and a 
printing press. And he didn’t 
have to hike to Europe to fight 
them. As we shall see, he dis- 
covered vulnerable points in 
Uncle Sam's hide here in the 
States, and is busy making 
them pink with Yan*ee health.

money he had, $17. That seems to have been a favorite 
sum with our newcomers. I've know several who land- 
ed with $17. 

Unacquainted with the American schedule of hotel 
rates, he took a room at the Knickerbocker Hotel, $4.50 
per day. On the second day a kind-hearted friend “put 
him wise’’ and extricated him from this threatening 
catastrophe. 


When he went to wire home for money, he hadn't 
enough to pay for the cablegram. He went to his new 
quarters——a hall room—fondly played a swan song on 
the violin his father had given him when he graduated 
from the gymnasium (What we call a high school in 
this country) and strolled pensively to a nearby pawn- 
shop, where he got $8 on the instrument. 

“That couldn't go very far,” I commented. 

“No,” he said, again with that inexplicable smile 
which consistently accompanies modest scholarship, 
“but I immediately went to a translation bureau and 
asked for work.” 

“How many languages do you know, Mr. Villard?” I 
asked. 

“Nine,” he answered dryly. And went on: “At the 
first place that I applied there wasn't an opening, but 
at the second they gave me a medical circular to trans- 
late into Swedish. I expected to get about $5 for the 
job. But when I was about to leave the office the man 
said: ‘Regarding your fee, Mr—r—r., we usually pay 
$25 for an assignment of this sort.’ You may imagine 
my agreeable surprise. I immediately began to appre- 
ciate America. When they stuck me $4.50 for the room 
at the Knickerbocker I was peeved, but now I saw that 
it worked both ways, and realized the wonderful pos- 
sibilities of this country. I had the translation ready 
the next morning, though I was told their staff of 
polyglots took three days for such a job.” 

“Did you continue in that work?” | inquired. 

Without answering my question, Mr. Villard con- 


tinued: ‘Il met a friend shortly afterwards who told 
me I could have gotten $100 for the job had I asked 


for it.” and his eyes lit up with Latin humor. 

Then: “No,” he added, “I didn't continue. I opened 
a commercial agency. I sent out 2000 circular letters 
offering to assist American importers. 

“TI received three replies. One from a department 
stcre that wanted to buy cheap violins; one from a

mail order house inclosing a razor for which they said 
they had to pay $2.80 a dozen and complaining that 
their competitors were underselling them; and’ one 
from the Standard Oil Co. to the effect that glass hair 
to clean boilers was costing them $4 a pound, which 
they thought could be bought cheaper in Europe. I 
made $300 on the shipment of violins, $800 on the razor 
deal and had found a place in Austria where I could 
get the glass for 90 cents a pound, when, bing! the 
declaration of war nipped me iff the bud. 

“When did you first get the idea of giving your en- 
tire energies to instructing foreigners to speak Ep- 
glish?’’ I asked. 

“I saw a desperate need for this after I had been in 
New York only a short while,” he said. “Then in my 
leisure traveling over the United States I was amazed 
to find so many immigrants who neither knew how 
to speak English nor were being encouraged to learn 
the tongue, and who knew much more about dynasties 
of European-Kings and Czars than about the American 
Constitution Many of them had acquired American 
citizenship papers, but America remained as foreign 
tc them as they to America. 

“Reading in the daily papers abort the billions of 
dollars which the Senate appropriated for making the 
‘world safe for democracy," he went on, “I wondered 
why so little was being done toward making ‘America 
safe for Americans. What good to America are citi- 
zens who do not know its language, its institutions and 
its form of government? Are they not an easy prey 
for Lenine’s agents?"’ he emphasized. “But the under- 
taking seemed too unwieldy for me, a stranger in the 
land, with only limited resources. So I accepted a 
position as foreign correspondent for a St. Louis con- 
cern.” 

In 1916 unhappy infections caused him to lose his 
left limb, and with his energies thus impaired, the 
problem of making an honest living stared him sternly 
in the face. 


“IT saw the United States fast drifting into the war,” 
Mr. Villard spoke, “and I knew the organization of

There was only one thing in his favor: Peter was 
game. Many a clever fellow is able to hide his lack of 
courage by the skill with which he avoids punishment. 
Peter never avoided anything. He had but one sys- 
tem of blocking punches, and that was by interposing 
the portion of his anatomy at which the 
aimed. 

Peter might easily have established a world's record 
for knockdowns per round, and the night he fought 
“Slaughterhouse’’ Green, Peter was down just 18 times. 
In four rounds, mind you! 

Now, it is not such a wonderful thing to be knocked 
down 18 times; it is getting up 18 times which amounts 
to something. To be knocked flat requires no great 
amount of gameness; the difference between staying 
there and getting up again is the difference between 
the quitter and the game man.
